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House continue its practice of reading only the short title of bills and resolutions as they are

introduced or considered on a House calendar and not read the long title of the bills and

resolutions unless a majority of the House [may-¢ireet] directs the reading of the long title,

short title, or both of any House or Senate bill or resolution.”
Section 2. Effective date.
